RAISE IS GRANTED. 


Missouri Pacific ifollows the 
M , K. 4' T. 


DATE FROM JAN. 1, li» 0 2 


That Is, the Increase Will Be Ov er 
What the Men Were Then 
Being Paid. 


After an all-day co nference in 
St. Lo uis Saturday between the 
o fficials o f the Misso uri Pacific rail­ 
ro ad and representativ es o f the 
trainmen who demand an increase 
in wages, the o fficials o f the ro ad 
granted the same increase granted 
by the Misso uri, Kansas and Tex as 
ro ad Friday — 15 percent to freight 
men and 12 per cent to passenger 
men. 
A t night, after a sho rter co nfer­ 
ence, the o fficials o f the St. Lo uis 
and San Francisco ro ad granted a 
similar increase, and it is said the 
Co ttpn Belt and Wabash ro ads will 
fo llo w a similar co urse. 
Speaking 
o f the matter, a Misso uri Pacific 
o fficial said: 
“ We had o ffered the men 11 and 
ev en 12 per cent, but the o ffers 
were 
refused. 
It was either a 
questio n o f 15 per cent o r a strike.” 
Sunday ’s 
Po st-Dispatch 
say s: 
Altho ugh the co nference between 
Mr. Harding and Grand Master 
Mo rrissey and Assistant Chief Gar- 
retso n lasted sev en ho urs, all co n­ 
cerned declared the deliberatio ns 
were co nducted o n the mo st ami­ 
cable lines. 
The length o f the 
sessio n indicated differences, and it 
was stated the main o ne was o n the 
time fro m which 
the 
increase 
sho uld date. 
January i, 1 90 2 , was finally se­ 
lected, but neither side will state 
that it earned a v icto ry o r acceded 
to a co mpro mise. It remain» , ho w­ 
ev er, acco rding to Mr. Harding, 
that the percentages o f increase are 
based o n salaries receiv ed at that 
date. 
“ This date was finally selected,” 
said Assistant General Manager 
McLean, “ because since then the 
co mpany has raised salaries in nu­ 
mero us instances, and it is no t 
pro po sed to lift tho se raises 12 and 
15 per cent. 
“ In this case all co nducto rs and 
brakemen o n freight and passenger 
trains share equally in the terms o f 
the agreement. 
Tho se who weie 
giv en increases since January i, 
1 90 2 , receiv e the 12 and 15 per 
cent o v er what they were paid o n 
that date, the same as tho se who 
hav e no t receiv ed an adv ance. 
“ The o nly hitch m a tho ro ughly 
amicable co nference was fro m what 
date to set the adv ance, and this 
has been settled satisfacto rily to all 
co ncerned.”

T h e r e is difficulty ia Washing­ 
ton, says an exchange, over the 
Venezuela 
arbitration. 
United 
States Minister Bowen, who is also 
acting as the representative of Ven­ 
ezuela, insists on an examination 
of the claims made, and the pay­ 
ment of those fouxd legitimate on 
the same basis that the legitimate 
claims of other nations are paid. 
That is, he wants to agree that a 
portion of the revenues of Vene­ 
zuela amounting to 30 per cent 
shall be set aside for the payment 
of old debts, but that this money 
shall be paid pro rata among the 
creditors. 
But the British, Ger­ 
man and Italian representatives 
have insisted that their claims must 
be paid first, and that all others 
shall wait. 


T h e r e is a terrible epidemic in 
Central Africa which is carrying off 
the population by thousands. It is 
known, says an exchange, as the 
“ African lethargy,’’ or sleep sick­ 
ness. 
A British commission of 
medical experts was sent out to in­ 
vestigate the malady, and medical 
journals are now publishing their 
findings. 
The disease thus far 
seems to be confined to the native 


or black races. 
In one province it 
has claimed more than 30,000 vic­ 
tims, “ producing a depopulation 
under which great tractb of land 
have passed out of cultivation, and 
which seriously affects the fiuancial 
resources of the land.” The malady 
h is never visited the Uuited States 
< 8 an epidemic, 
but there have 
been seemingly individual cases 
among the negree?. 
In the days 
of the slave trade it was brought 
from the western coast of Africa, 
but with the abolition of that traffic 


It 
disappeared 
from 
American 
shores. 
It is described as a chronic 
form of meningitis, produced by 
the presence of a germ, communi­ 
cable from person to person through 
as yet unknown sources. The early 
symptoms are slight, and the dura­ 
tion of the disease is from one to 
six months. From early languor or 
listlessness it passes into coma or 
lethargy and then to death. Judg- 
ing by its averages, it is one of the 
most fatal diseases 


SLOT MACHINES AGAIN. 


A Fund of ta.ooo Being Raised to Re­ 
peal the State Law. 


A cigar dealer, who refuses to 
permit his name to be used, de­ 
clared yesterday that funds were 
being raised in Kansas City to in­ 
fluence legislation in favor of slot 
machines, says Sunday’s Kansas 
City Star. 
He said that he had been solicit­ 
ed, but had refused to contribute. 
He was told by the solicitor that it 
was neceseary to raise |8,ooo in 
the different cities of Missouri, the 
money to be spent in Jefferson 
City to change the slot machine 
law passed by the last legislature. 
Before this law was passed there 
were from one to five slot machines 
in every cigar store and saloon. 
The law made it impossible for 
these gambling devices to be used. 
It is proposed now to pass an act 
that will permit the gambling slot 
machines to be used again, pro­ 
viding a sufficient slush fund can 
be raised. 
The same authority said that a 
fund was being raised in Kansas to 
defeat pending anti-slot machine 
legislation there.

Besides Russian hides, fox, otter, 
polecat and b lack ferret skins find 
their way to Leipsic from diflerent 
parts of Grermany, France, Sv/itzer- 
land, Austria-Hungary, Greece.

I thought how fast the peo­ 
ple were multiplying and

if those great disasters such as earth­ 
quakes, volcanic eruptions, cyclones, 
plagues, etc., w^ere created b y the Al­ 
mighty simply for the purpose 
of 
preventing the 
w^orld from b eing 
overcrowded with humanity. Sure­ 
ly thcjc will come a time wfien the 


world will b e peopled to such an ex­ 
tent that there will b e a lack of space 
for people to live, unless great trag- 
edie.' continue to decimate the popu­ 
lation from time to time. And peo­ 
ple who have not b een near Mont 
I’elce cannot conceive how appalling 
the Maninique tragedy is.

is one thing b eautiful near Martin- 
iijue, however—if you can forget for 
awhile the 
people 
that 
perished 
there—and that is the light in the 
heavens at night. It surpasses the 
prettiest moonlight or the most b eau­ 
tiful display of electricity I 
have 
ever seen. The b eautiful display is 
made b y the lurid fires of Mont Pelee, 
radiating and scintillating like flashes 
of lightning, and it makes a spectacle 
never to b e forgotten. I had a strange 
experience one night while admiring 
the lights caused b y the eruption. 
All at once a hurricane came dowm on 
and b etween the almost deafen- 
u 
inir roar of the thunder the sheet 
liuhining vied in intensity with the 
b rilliancy of the fires of the volcano. 
The peals of rumb ling thunder quick­ 
ened my recollection of the Martin­ 
ique disaster, and I fancied that at 
any moment my ship would sink into 
some ffrfeat holJow.”
